Express Running Through Heavy F Heavy Fog Plunges Into Rear of 


Freight Train Crushing Caboose and Four 


Cars — No 


One Injured 


The State of Maine Express from Bar 
Harbor for New York city on the main line, 
Portland division, of the Boston & Maine 
i iilroad, plunged into the rear of a Portland 

) Boston freight train opposite the entrance 
a Shawsheen River Grove at Ballardvale, 
at 1249 o'clock (daylight saving time) 
Sunday morning in a heavy fog. The express 
crushed the freight caboose and four cars 
but nobody was injured, although many 
experienced narrow escapes. 

The escape of the freight train crew was 
remarkable, for several of the cars were 
sp splintered and some of the crew were in the 

‘buggy’ when it was hit by the locomotive. 

Express Engineer W. S. Clark of Clifton- 
dale and his fireman, John E. Getchell of 
Medford Hillside, saw the rear lights of the 
freight through the fog and applied the 
emergency brakes. 

The sleepers and day coaches were com- 
fortably filled with passengers bound for 
Worcester and New York city and some of 
these were considerably shaken and tossed 
about but none were reported seriously: 
injured,

to fix responsibility for the accident. 

The express leaves the main line at Lowell 
Junction to proceed over the Stony Brook 
route through to Worcester and it was just 
east of this point where the collision hap- 
pened. 

Because of some readjustments the trains 
on this line had been using a single track all 
night. The freight, hauling twenty-eight 
cars, passed through Lawrence at 12.22 
daylight time and the express passed through 
Lawrence at 12.42 daylight time. The 
freight thus had twenty minutes’ leeway, but 
was held up and the accident occurred seven 
minutes later. What held up the freight and 
why the express was not flagged and warned 
of the danger are matters to be determined 
by the investigation. 

The Pacific type locomotive of the express 
plunged through the caboose of the freight 
and four cars ahead of it, derailing and 
wrecking them badly. ‘The locomotive was 
damaged and derailed, its front end being 
badly stove in. The cars were pushed up 
over each other and s ba open, and the 
contents consisting chie' Mi of potatoes, were 
strewn all over the ground. 

The engineer said, “As we sat there we 
could see the caboose flying past us in pieces 
but strange to say not a window was broken.” 

Mr. Clark also stated that he had been in 
two or three minor accidents. He was 
engineer on the express that destroyed a 
sedan car, which lost its way and went up

More Than $1200 Already Turned Into Guild Treasury 
as Result of Neighborhood Enterprise and 
Cooperation of Townspeople 


WOMAN’S UNION MEETS 


Story of Pine Mountain School and 
Program of Music Make Interesting 
Afternoon for South Church Women, 


The Woman’s Union of the South Church 
opened its season yesterday with a well 
attended meeting held in the vestry with the 
new president, Mrs. E. V ictor Bigelow, 
preset The devotional service was led 

Miss Mary Alice Abbot. 

The speaker of the afternoon was Miss 
Dorothy Bolles of Boston and Cohasset 
who told of the work at the Pine Mountain 
Settlement school in Kentucky. Miss 
Bolles spoke charmingly of the beautiful 
country and its flora, the dogwood, redbud, 
and rhododendron, and of the interesting 
‘people descendants of the original English 
and Irish settlers who in their mountain 
fastness have remained unmixed with other 
peoples and untouched by the progress of 
American civilization. The lack of roads 
especially has shut them off from the outside 

world. As one result of their limitations and 
the lack of ability to read or write, their folk- 
lore and ballads have been handed down 
from generation to generation, a precious 
heritage which has been carefully preserved 
at the school, which has giv en to the younger 
generation the opportunity for a broader 
culture and the knowledge of a better and 
more comfortable way of living. 

The land on which the school! is situated is 
the gift of a mountaineer who had a vision of 
better things for his children and his child- 
ren’s children. 

There are now six dwelling houses, a stone 
chapel, an industrial building, and a swim- 
ming pool, a plant which has been hewn out 
of the wilderness since 1913. The ninet 
children who are the pupils go to school half 
the day and work half the day, thus doing 
all the work of the school, The sum of $8.00 
is paid on admission with an additional fee 

of $2.75 a month, a sum which is quite be- 
yond the means of many families. 

The school also maintains two medical 
settlements which are quite essential as 
many of the children are afflicted with hook- 
worm, trachoma and diseased tonsils. 

Miss Bolles told of visiting a ballad singer 
who had the reputation of being able to sing 
the whole night through without repeating 
himself. All these songs were learned from 
rE Batre who died when he was ten years 


Sara of these songs were sung by Miss 
Cummings, who accompanied herself on a 
simple stringed instrument called a dulcimer, 
but pronounced by the mountain people 
“dulci-more’

‘Inside’ Information 


As veal chops have much less fat in pro- 
portion to lean meat than other chops, they 
are likely to dry out considerably in cooking 
unless protected by a coating of egg and 
bread crumbs. This is the reason for serving 
veal chops and cutlet “breaded.” 

Veal will stand a little more seasoning than 
other meats. Before cooking season with a 
few drops of lemon juice, a little Worcester- 
shire sauce, and onion juice, as well as salt 
and pepper. 

Apple sauce, as well as stewed prunes, 
apricots and other fruits which have a pro- 
nounced flavor when cooked, makes a good 
dessert called “snow” or “float,” combined 
with stiffly beaten egg whites — half a cup 
of sauce per egg. 

There is no foundation for the widespread 
notion that fish is particularly valuable as a 
brain food. The idea seems to have originally 
gained headway because fish was supposed to 
contain relatively large proportions of phos- 
phorus. ‘There is, however, no experimental 
evidence to warrant the assumption that 
phosphorus is any more essential to the brain 
than nitrogen, potassium or any other ele- 
ment that occurs in its tissues. Various 
other foods furnish a higher proportion of 
phosphorus than fish,

Coal Is A Raw Material, Not Fuel 


Leading gas engineers will attempt to dis- 
»rove the popular long-time belief that coal 
is merely a fuel. They contend that coal — 
which perhaps must be the chief energy 
resource of the world for thousands of years 
to come —is essentially a raw material 
from social, scientific and industrial view- 
points. They believe that coal contains too 
many valuable elements, needed by the 
world, which are destroyed or lost when coal 
is burned for fuel purposes only. 

These engineers believe that this view 
will be proved before many years elapse. 
They point out that in the century from 
1815 to 1914 the white population of the 
world increased est while the pro- 
duction of mineral fuels (coal, oil and 
natural gas) increased seventy-five times, 
and therefore they foresee a rapid culmina- 
tion of the theory that the burning of raw 
coal defeats conservation, as well as being 
uneconomic and injurious to health. 

Their plan is to establish giant gas plants 
at strategic points throughout the country 
where coal is easily available. Gas made in 
these plants will then be distributed through 
a network of high pressure gas mains over 
long distances, at less cost than is now in- 
curred in hauling coal to make gas near 
points of use, Sufficient knowledge is al- 
ready at hand to prove the practibility of 
this endeavor. Already, natural gas has 
been piped several hundred miles with satis- 
factory results, and although manufactured 
gas cannot be pumped at the high pressures 
used on natural gas, yet these engineers be- 
lieve that it can be successfully handled in 
the same manner, 

Waste will practically be eliminated in 
these huge plants, Coke made in the man- 
ufacturing of gas can be utilized for making 
water gas, which will solve the problem of its 

disposal in sections where more coke is pro- 
duced than can be consumed by the nearby 
industries. Other by-products, including 
valuable fertilizers, insecticides, tar and all 
its myriad by-products, can be marketed to 
advantage.

The enterprise of the Andover Boy 
Scouts under the direction of Dr. Nathaniel 
Stowers, in planting a thousand seedlings of 
red and white pine in Carmel woods has 
roused some interest in the history of this 
neglected tract of approximately thirty 
acres designed for the amusement and recrea- 
tion of the people of Andover. 

In answer to these inquiries as to the 
history of Carmel Woods as a public park, 
a few facts have been obtained: So far as 
can be ascertained, Carmel hill was originally 
a part of the old Town farm land in Frye 
Village, twice severed from it by the Boston 
& Maine railroad, one strip of land being 
taken about 1832 and another when the 
line of the railroad was changed to its present 
situation. 

In 1897 it was placed under the care of the 
newly appointed park commissioners, Albert 
Poor, Wiliam G. Goldsmith, and Frank S. 
Mills. In their first report one reads that 
roads had been laid out and temporary 
entrances made. There is a charge for 
twenty-seven days’ work by Henry Povo 
at $1.75 a day, another of $2.00 by Francis 
H. Foster for laying out “The Outlook.” 
At this time a thick growth of pine forest 
shut off the view in every direction. Two 
vistas were cut out; one looking toward the 
Lawrence water tower, and the other toward 
North Andover. Today this handsome 
growth has entirely disappeared. 

The following year the roads were wid- 
ened so that carriages might pass and land for 
a temporary entrance from Walnut avenue 
was purchased at a cost of $100. The work 
on the carriage road amounted to $433; 
seats and signs, $22.86; removing trees and 
underbrush $582.33. 

At the March meeting in 1898, an article 
was inserted in the warrant, by the Park 
Commissioners asking that they be author- 
ized to sell wood cut in Carmel woods and 
use the money for an extension of their work. 
Superintendent Burnham of the Town farm 
remonstrated against such an arrangement 
as he said that the almshouse depended on 
Carmel for its wood supply. matter 
was finally settled by voting that the wood 
be cut under the direction of the Park Com- 
missioners and turned over to the Town 
farm. In the report of 1899 we read that 130 
cords of wood had been cut. 

In 1900, $207 was spent and twelve hem- 
locks and twelve rhododendrons were set 
out. (Where are they now?) 

It is interesting to remember that all this 
took place when Andover was having a 
spasm of park-making— the Richardson 
field, Indian Ridge, Crescent park (now the 
Boulders) as well as Carmel Woods. 

In his famous Town meeting speech on the 

urchase of the Richardson field, which all 

‘own meeting attendants of a generation 
ago remember and in which he referred to 
our present peaceful Park as ‘a swamp, a 
mudhole,” possibly suitable for “a skating 
rink or a duck pond,” B. F. Wardwell also 
styled Carmel Woods, “a park unrivalled in 
the Commonwealth.” (God save the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts!) 

The Boy Scouts have done a great public 
service. As their young trees grow and 
prosper, replacing the forest lost to this 
generation, they will have a new respect for 
trees everywhere and lend their protection 
to forest growth, not only in Carmel, but in 
other places. 
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A fine neighborhood spirit was shown at 
the wonderfully successful Wolcott avenue 
fair held for the benefit of the Andover Guild 
on Saturday afternoon and evening. It had 
many happy results aside from the very 
substantial sum of money turned into the 
Guild treasury. 


The very fact that Wolcott avenue is not 
a thoroughfare, but only a street of homes 
(all, with but one exception, owned by the 
family in residence) made it a revelation to 
many of the thousand visitors that there 
was such an attractive street in Andover, 
transformed within twenty-five years from a 
hayfield and apple orchard. 


Of course there was a woman at the bottom 
of the whole enterprise, but the way all the 
men and all the women and all the children 
on the street took hold and did a part, and 
apparently enjoyed doing it, was good to see. 

here was a time when women were ex- 

ected to do all the work in connection with 
airs and bazaars, but that day is happily 
past. 

A fine example of this team work was 
Standish Perkins, the twelve-year-old son 
of Mr, and Mrs. Henry F. Perkins, who in- 
spired by a visit to the Topsfield fair set up 
a Mexican shooting gallery of which he was 
the sole manager, turning in a tidy bit as the 
result of his own enterprise. 


So proud is Wolcott avenue of its perfect 
lawns and well kept walks that the sound of 
the rake broke the stillness of the early 
Sabbath morning and as one passed through 
the street, on Sunday not a scrap of paper or 
a peanut shell was visible to give evidence of 
the untidy multitude and only the deserted 
supper tent and the evergreen tree, still 
resplendent in its Christmas trimmings, 
gave evidence of the great doings of the day 
before,

A good 
Investment. With a few notable exceptions most 
of our cities throughout the country 
have reason to be proud of the economy 
they have exercised in recent years 
despite distorted and ill-advised reports 
to the contrary. Some of these reports 
failed to take cognizance of two sig- 
nificant facts. One is that modern 
civilization demands and needs civic 
improvements as never before. The 
other is that the purchasing power of 
the dollar is considerably less and the 
average wage considerably more than 
it was before the World War. 

Thus, when an individual or an 
organization points out with horror 
that a municipality or a State is spend- 
ing for improvements nearly twice as 
much as in 1913, no mention is made of 
the facts that the purchasing power of 
the dollar has been nearly cut in two 
or that wages have virtually doubled 
since the so-called ‘Normal Pre-War 
Period.” 

Without sifting all of the facts it is 
very apparent to anyone with a mo- 
dicum of reasoning and observation 
powers that, with all of our large ex- 
penditures for roads, streets, sewage 
disposal plants and various structures, 
some devoted to utility and others to 
art, has come better living and, un- 
deniably, general increased prosperity. 

The truth is that municipal expendi- 
tures only apparently have shown a 
considerable increase since 1913. Where 
they have actually increased investiga- 
tion will show that the increase has 
been not only justified but inevitable to 
meet the needs of citizens. The popu- 
lation of cities has greatly increased in 
the last thirty years. 

More than 40,000,000 people are now 
residents of cities. In fact, those cities 
which have populations of 30,000 or 
more, house nearly one-third of the 
population of the United States. This 
increase has in itself created the need 
for many more functions of city govern- 
ment and the intensification of existing 
functions. 

Our health officers must guard against 
the spread of disease in congested sec- 
tions. Parks and museums must be 
provided for a vast number of people 
who can no longer find recreation in the 
country within an hour’s ride. Ade- 
quate transportation and street lighting 
systems are necessary to carry on the 
city’s business. ‘The changes in the life 
of the individual have been as great. 

Luxuries unthought of for general 
use thirty years ago are necessities in 
our homes today and in our cities. Gas, 
water, bathtubs, electric lights, steam 
heat and furnace heat, vacuum cleaners, 
gas ranges and automobiles are neces- 
sities. Where the city government is 
not called upon to supply these directly, 
it is demanded that the city provide for 
their use and enjoyment. 

To mention a few more items which 
our fathers adopted only after long 
consideration and which are common- 
place to this generation, are complete 
sewer systems and disposal plants, high 
pressure water supply, parks, public

cleaning, complete snow removal im- 
mediately after a storm, municipal 
hospitals and sanitariums, large and 
intensified police and fire departments, 
public libraries, auditoriums, public 
comfort stations, municipal reference 
libraries, expert advisers in the larger 
cities (which save annually many 
thousands of dollars more than they 
cost although only their cost appears in 
the budget); compensation and in- 
surance for workmen employed on work 
conducted by city bureaus, etc, 

Above all things the almost miracu- 
lous advent of twenty-two million motor 
vehicles upon our streets and highways 
in the last twenty years has greatly in- 
creased the services demanded of city 
government, ‘They have necessitated 
new traffic police and mechanical 
systems of tratlic control, public park- 
ing spaces, wider and stronger streets, 
new bridges, and many additional safety 
measures such as the abolition of rail- 
road grade crossings. ‘The modernizing 
of city departments is another necessary 
item in the budget. 

Where once a fifty thousand dollar 
pile bridge had borne horse drawn 
traflic, a three hundred thousand dollar 
concrete structure is now required for 
fast moving five and ten-ton trucks, 
Pavements that met the needs of horse- 
drawn vehicles for nearly a century 
went into the discard almost over night 
for smoother, stronger and more durable 
types devised to withstand continuous 
fast moving night and day motor traffic. 

Now that virtually every family 
owns a car, hard surfaced paving is 
demanded on our streets. It is es- 
timated that millions of dollars are 
spent without return, absolutely wasted, 
every year through delays and accidents 
in traffic that could be easily avoided 
by a much smaller expenditure in street 
and highway improvements. So much 
for the new demands brought upon our 
city, 

What has been the trend of municipal 
expenditures during recent years? Are 
they mounting inordinately? Are they 
barely keeping pace with the new de- 
mand, or, are they nearly stationary 
with the old figures of ten or twenty 
years ago? A city government is or- 
ganized to render, under frequently 
changing administrations, a multipli- 
city of related and unrelated services 
for which no ledger shows a financial 
profit.

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It is not to be expected that all the 
departments of the city government will 
operate as efficiently as an automobile 
factory. Honest and reasonable effi- 
ciency we have a right to expect from 
public service. We know also that not 
every large private industry operates at 
the maximum efficiency. At least the 
percentage of failures would lead us to 
think so. 

The U. S. Bureau of the Census re- 
ceives detailed reports annually from 
all cities of over 30,000 population. 
The number of such cities is, of course, 
increasing but comparative statistics 
have been kept for 146 of them over a 
considerable number of years. The in- 
crease in the total expenditures will not 
be satisfactorily explained unless we 
consider the corresponding increase in 
the population of these cities. There- 
fore, the report lists also the average 
expenditure each year for each citizen. 

The amount spent per capita in 1913 
was $32.46. In 1923 this had risen to 
$68.99 per capita, apparently an in- 
crease of 112 per cent. To understand 
fully this increase, however, we must 
study the changes that occurred during 
the years between 1913 and 1925. In 
1914 began a world war that lasted five 
years. Financial standards all over the 
world were upset. The money of all 
European countries depreciated greatly 
and the currency of several of these 
countries is still worth much less than 
the pre-war standard. In the United 
States, our own dollar depreciated, until 
in 1920 it was worth less than half as 
much as in 1913. 

The year 1913 is most frequently 
taken in government reports as repre- 
senting the normal pre-war annual 
period. While the purchasing power of 
the dollar decreased, our cities had to 
function as usual even though in 1920 
they would have had to spend twice as 
much to carry on the same amount of 
work and render the same service as in 
1913; but the very real attempt to 
economize was noticeable, for the per 
capita expenditures in 1920 reported 
from these 146 cities was only $35.58. 
Improvements and even ordinary ser- 
vices were curtailed. Also during 1917, 
1918 and 1919, public and private im- 
provements were postponed in order 
to push the manufacture of ammunition 
and military supplies. In these years, 
too, the cities were spending very 
nearly the same amount per capita as in 
1913 but actually purchasing in goods 
and service, very much less. 

There was a great drop in municipal 
activities during the war years and an 
increase after 1919 to catch up with 
needed improvements. Since 1919 pri- 
vate industry and family housing 
throughout the country also have had 
to spend large sums in order to make up 
for their own lack of progress during the 
war years. 

We are only now catching up with the 
normal expenditure back in 1913. Or, 
to put it differently, we have spent 
virtually the same amount of money to 
operate our cities as if the war had not 
intervened and we had gone along 
steadily spending $32.68 a person each 
year to keep the cities functioning. 
There are now 247 cities of over 30,000 
population but the 146 cities with 
continuous records contain the majority 
of city residents and their consolidated 
reports fairly show the trend of city 
finances. 

Another measure of the cities’ 
tivities is the fluctuation of the net 
indebtedness. The per capita net 
indebtedness in these 146 cities rose 
from $69.28 in 1913 to $119.45 in 1925. 
Here again we must take into account 
the variation in the purchasing power 
of the dollar. Even if one mile of new 
water main will serve the same number 
of homes as in 1913, it will cost very 
much more to lay this one mile, just as 
it costs much more to rent a home today. 
The debt curve shows the same reduc- 
tion during the war years and again an 
increase as cities tried to catch up with 
delayed improvements and financed 
them by bond issues. Value for value, 
however, the average per capita debt 
during these twelve years is only $62.50, 
$6.00 less than in 1913. 

The “Bond Buyer" shows that new 
issues of municipal bonds have been 
steadily decreasing since 1921. Cities 
have caught up with the improvements 
delayed during the war period and are 
back on a program of conservative ex- 
pansion. Another evidence that civic 
debts are not extravagant is the high 
rating and ready sale of municipal 
bonds. Not subject to all of the 
Federal and State taxes, municipal 
securities are in continual and increas- 
ing demand. Interest rates show how 
highly experienced bankers class muni- 
cipal securities and the sound financial 
policy of the municipality which issues 
them, 

While high grade public utilities must 
finance their improvements with bonds 
paying five to six per cent, cities are able 
to borrow money at four per cent or less. 
Conservative bankers hold that, so long 
as the indebtedness is kept within ten 
per cent of the total assessment, spread- 
ing the cost of public improvement over 
several years at a low rate of interest, is 
sound policy. Many states place the 
limit of debts which cities may contract 
at much less than ten per cent. 

History repeats itself and it is inter- 
esting at this time to reproduce a few 
excerpts from a speech made by D, C. 
Westenhaver before the West Virginia 
Bar Association about 1895: 

“The simple truth is — and here- 
in lies the chief fact of the whole 
subject — that this increase of in- 
debtedness and in the rate of tax- 
ation is not due in the main, or 


| 
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even in the large part to jobbery or 
corruption or wasteful extrava- 
gance, but is due to an extension 
of the sphere of governmental 
activity, calling for larger revenues 
which our antiquated systems of 
State and local taxation are inad- 
equate to produce. I repeat, gov- 
ernments as now organized, are ex- 
pected, nay, compelled by the 
wishes of the people, to assume 
new functions and undertake new 
duties. The industrial development 
or the genius of the age, or what is 
the same thing, the prevailing be- 
lief of thinking people, has set new 
tasks for governments, which they 
must assume and perform, and 
which in this era of Democratic self- 
government, cannot be shirked! 

2 By these means the 

world has been made a much better 
place to live in. Man has increased 
in mental, moral and_ physical 
stature. . The sum total as 
well as the average distribution of 
these things which go to make life 
comfortable have increased. ; 
There is a sound reason why 
debts and tax rates have increased 
j and that increase of ex- 
penditure is not only unavoidable, 
even if undesirable, but that it is 
going to continue. This tendency 
is worldwide.” 
Ponder for a moment the fact that 
these words were spoken before the 
advent of the automobile, before cities 
had efficient sewerage systems, before 
electricity replaced the kerosene lamp, 
before we had countless other improve- 
ments undreamed of thirty years ago. 

Occasional careless statements alleg- 
ing that public expenditures should be 
cut to the bone because taxes have risen 
and bond issues increased should not 
blind us to an intelligent consideration 
of the facts. Our real aim should be 
efficient and economical expenditure of 
public funds, 

A large expenditure is thoroughly 
justified if it brings sufficient return in 
increased safety, efliciency or comfort 
to the citizens. Most of these large ex- 
penditures really pay for themselves 
many times over in actual financial 
benefit to residents of a city. As ex- 
pressed by Blaine F. Moore of the 
Finance Department of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, 
“Sane spending is intelligent economy.” 

Let us attempt to get full value for 
every dollar spent and not lay the faults 
of the few cities where graft and in- 
efficiency predominate against those 
thousands of other cities which are 
progressing steadily, conservatively and 
economically in step with our ever 
improving standards of health, safety, 
comfort and sane living.

Miss Minnie Miranda Argetsinger to|Celebrated 24th Wedding Anniversary 


Speak at Baptist Church 


Miss Minnie Argetsinger of Chengtu, 
West China, one of China’s most ardent 
missionaries, will speak at the Baptist 
church next Sunday evening at 7.45 o’clock 
and the public is cordially invited to attend 
the service. 

Miss Minnie Argetsinger finds it difficult, 
even now, to speak of her disappointment at 
being detained in this country after she had 
reached her port of sailing some months ago, 
But the Consuls in China requested the 
Boards to withdraw missionaries from their 
stations and not to return those on furlough 
for the present. The West China Mission is 
about two thousand miles up the Yangtse 
river with stations fivé days apart, and it 
seemed wise to the Board not to let the 
missionaries run into danger. 

Before going to the field in 1919, Miss 
Argetsinger had had excellent preparation 
for her chosen life work, having been a 
supervising teacher of one of the public 
schools in Yonkers, N. Y., and having had 
a wide experience in Sunday school work. 

A very varied work is that of a missionary 
teacher in a high school on the foreign field, 
and many other tasks enter into the daily 
life. One of Miss Argetsinger’s occupations 
was that of conducting mother’s meetings. 
To show the growth of that branch of the 
work one may take a glance at one of her 
reports. In 1919 she had only nineteen 
mothers who attended the meetings. In 
1922 there were three hundred coming each 
week to “hear of Him who came that they 
might have life and that more abundantly.”

Miss Bishop is the namesake of her aunt, 
Mrs. Henry Prather Fletcher, wife of the 
American Ambassador to Rome. She is a 
grandniece of Mrs. Henry Asher Robbins. 

On her father's side Miss Bishop is a 
granddaughter of the late David Wolfe 
Bishop. She is directly descended from 
de Peyster, who was Mayor of New York in 
1691, President of the King’s Council and 
Acting Governor in 1701. 

Miss Bishop was graduated from the 
Brearley School in this city, passed the 
baccalaureate examination of the Sorbonne 
in Paris and holds the degree of A.B. from 
Vassar College and M.A. of Columbia 
University. She now is completing a course 
of training in social work on the staff of the 
Austen Riggs Foundation in Stockbridge, 
Mass. She is an editor of the Vassar Quart- 
erly Review, a member of the Phi Beta 
Kappa Society, of the Colony Club and the 
Cosmopolitan Club of New York. 

Mr. Berle is descended from Robert Day, 
who settled in Cambridge, Mass., in 1628 and 
later was one of the founders of Hartford, 
Conn. His maternal grandfather, G. 
Frederick Wright, LL.D., F. R. G. S. was a 
well-known American explorer and scientist. 
Mr. Berle’s father at one time was pastor of 
the Brighton Congregational Church and the 
Shawmut Church of Boston and of the 
Union Park Church in Chicago. He was also 
professor of applied Christianity in Tufts 
College. 

Mr. Berle was graduated from Harvard 
in 1913. He entered the university when 
thirteen years of age. 

It might be added that Mr. Berle’s only 
brother, Rudolf, was graduated from Har- 
vard Law School at the age of twenty-two, 
and is practicing law in Boston. He is in the 
office of Hale and Darr. One sister, Lina, is 
at the head of the English Department in the 
Harley School at Rochester, New York; 
while the other, Miriam, is at the head of the 
Latin Department in the Westover School at 
Middlebury, Conn. Dr. Berle, the father, is 
author of ‘Modern Interpretations of the 
Gospel,” “The School in the Home,” 
“Christianity and the Social Rage,” and 
“Teaching in the Home” as well as of many 
magazine articles on educational topics. 
Since 1914 he has been director of the Berle 
Home School, Boscarven, New Hampshire.

Ham Smothered in Sweet Potatoes 

Casserole dishes are always popular with 
the homemaker, They are easy to prepare 
and usually afford an attractive way to serve 
a number of foods from one dish.

BABSON SAYS RETAILER IS THE COMMON 
SOLDIER IN ARMY OF PROSPERITY 


Inevitable Chain Store, Instalment Business and High Rents Are Bane of Small Retailers — 
Aid of Legislation May be Invoked — Big Business May Have 
the Profits Yet Little Business Has the Votes 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, September 
30, 1927. During the past week, Roger W. 
Babson has been making a careful survey of 
the retail situation. This is a summary of a 
recent trip which he has taken of about ten 
thousand miles. His conclusions are as 
follows: 


Reports Differ Widely 


“Statistics indicate both an improvement 
and decline in the retail situation. Failure 
statistics for instance, show an improving 
situation for this Fall. Although many 
bankers looked for a marked increase in 
business failures this month, yet they have 
not matured. This may be due to easy 
money conditions, or to improved trade 
conditions, or to some othe: cause. What- 
ever the cause, the fact remains that failure 
statistics indicate an improvement in the 
situation. On the other hand, a series of 
advertisements which have been issued by a 
certain Casualty Indemnity Company tend 
to show an entirely different situation. 

“A recent advertisement is headed ‘43 
per cent of firms in business are losing 
money.’ This statement is based upon cer- 
tain corporation income tax figures, showing 
that out of 417,421 corporations reporting, 
only 236,389 made a profit. Without doubt, 
these figures are largely made up of retailers, 
especially small independent retailers, who 
are attempting to stand up against chain 
store competition. This especially applies to 
retailers in cities, who, for the past few years 
have really been working for their landlords. 
The chain store, instalment business, and 
high rents have been the bane of small re- 
tailers. Chain stores are inevitable and must 
be accepted; the instalment business has 
come to stay, but is about at its peak for the 
present era. This means that the immediate 
problem is a question of rent. 


Are Rents Too High? 


“A study of the rent situation shows that 
there has been a tremendous advance, both 
in house and store rents, during the past ten 
years. In most sections store rents are now 
double pre-war rents and in some large cities 
they are treble and quadruple. Without 
doubt, in some sections large rents are 
justified even in the case of homes. Even 
with the present high rents, the man who 
pays rent to live in a house is better off than 
the man who owns the house. Tenants re- 
quire so much and repairs are so expensive 
that there is much trouble and little profit in 
building homes to rent. As a rule, however,

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this criticism does not apply to stores. 
Business property is usually an attractive 
investment. There is no excuse for business 
rents going up as they have in certain cities. 
Furthermore, it looks very much as if bus- 
iness rents were now at their peak in certain 
sections. This applies not only to retail 
stores, but also to offices. Statistics rather 
indicate that the small business man will 
receive some relief in the near future from 
high rents; — at least there is no reason for 
any retailer to pay more rent from now on. 

“There is a tendency today to forget the 
importance of retailers. The retailer is the 
common soldier in the army of prosperity. 
There are about 2,000,000 of these soldiers 
all working to take care of the output of our 
mills and factories. The retailer is the life 
blood of the industrial community. If the 
retailers of the country should go on strike, 
wholesalers would fail, mills and factories 
would be obliged to shut down and every 
workman would be thrown out of a job. 
Of course there is another side to this 
question. The retailer has responsibilities. 
He has a trust to perform and a service to 
render. Moreover, the failure of many 
retailers to recognize this fact, is the reason 
why so many of them are now not making 
more money. Some economists believe that 
there are too many inefficient retailers today 
and this may be true, Certainly nothing 
would help lengthen the present era of 
prosperity more than to have every retailer 
attend to business, render good service and 
really help his customers. 


Demand for Standard Prices 


“ Although the volume of business through- 
out the country is very good today, there is a 
general lack of profits. Volume is increasing, 
but profits are declining. This especially 
applies to the retail trade. Charts of retail 
trade indicate that there is a tendency for the 
large stores to get larger and the small stores 
to get smaller. The truth is that this applies 
in a general way to all forms of industry, the 
larger corporations seem to be getting larger 
and richer, while the small corporations seem 
to be getting smaller and poorer. If this 
tendency continues, I should not be sur- 
prised to sce it get into politics within the 
next few years. The fuledendent retailers 
will probably endeavor to submit to Congress 
and to state legislatures various quack 
cures. The retailers will attempt the same 
solution for their problems as have the wage- 
workers and the farmers. Legislation will 
probably be presented to bring about rent 
reductions, improve credit facilities and even 
attempt to protect profits. I sincerely hope 
that no quack legislation will be enacted. 


It must be remembered, however, that al- 
though big business has the profits, yet little 
business has the votes. 

“There is one campaign in progress which 
may be successful. I refer to the growing de- 
mand on the part of small retailers, that 
manufacturers charge the same price for 
their product, irrespective of the quantity 
ordered. At first thought this seems a 
ridiculous demand and yet it would be de- 
manding no more of manufacturers than 
manufacturers themselves demand of the 
railroads. It was not many years ago when 
the railroads could make special rates to 
large corporations, based on the amount of 
goods shipped; — that is, the more goods 
shipped, the lower the freight rate. When 
the small shipper commenced his campaign 
against such discrimination, he was ridiculed 
as a theorist or a socialist. Yet he won out 
and today we would not think of going back 
to the old system. Therefore, the retailers 
may win out in their one-price campaign so 
that the small merchant may get goods at 
the same price as the large merchants and 
chain stores pay. Personally, I doubt if such 
legislation would hurt any manufacturers 
and it might be welcomed by many manu- 
facturers. 


Retail Conditions Improving in North- 
west and Canada 


“From the latest statistics available, it is 
apparent that retail trade conditions vary 
greatly in the different sections of the coun- 
try. Retail trade is distinctly better in the 
northwest and in the cotton sections of the 
south. Retail trade is better today in 
Washington, Oregon, Montana, Wisconsin, 
and Minnesota, than it was a year ago. 
Even some of the agricultural states in the 
central west, such as Nebraska, are eniroy ink 
better retail trade today. This winter retai 
trade should be better in the Carolinas and 
even in Georgia which has suffered so duririg 
the past two or three years. Canada also 
should show a gain for the better. Taking 
the United States as a whole, however, — 
I should not be surprised to see some falling 
off, as the need of meeting instalment pay- 
ments naturally retards the ability to buy 
new goods for cash. 

“Business as a whole continues about 
normal according to the Babsonchart. The 
stock market is still booming, due to easy 
money; labor is well employed due to our 
severe immigration restrictions and man- 
ufacturers are still protected against foreign 
competition by our high tariffs. This, 
however, is a time when every business man

Walter Batcheller Stars for Local Team 
with Individual Runs, Brilliant Line 
Bucks and Defensive Work. 

Coach Eugene Lovely’s Punchard high 
football squad completely smothered the — 
inexperienced Rockport high group Saturday 
afternoon by a 39 to 0 score. The over 
whelming victory however, was due to 
Walter Batchellor’s stellar exhibition of 
open field work. Batch started in where he 
left off last fall by scoring three touchdowns, 
two of which were brilliant individual runs. 

Taking the ball on the first play after the 
kickoff around Rockport’s left end, Walt 
circled the end and twisting and turning, 
evaded every opponent to carry the pigskin 
65 yards for the first touchdown of Punchard’s 
season. Later in the opening period, he 
carried the ball five consecutive times for 
30 yards to score again. 

Late in the final period, Punchard took 
the ball at their own 20-yard line after 
Rockport had punted over the goal line, and 
had brought the ball up the field to Rock- 
port’s 45-yard line.
